I have  pleasure  in  sub Liit ting  the  Annual  Report  for 
1952,  on  the  health  and  sanitaiy  circuriistances  of  Eo-singv/old 
and  District,  and  have  taken  the  opi^ortunity  of  including  some 
details  of  service  adroinistered  by  the  County  Council  vdthin 
the  District* 

Beating  in  mind  that  the  small  number  involved  nv.y  be 
misleading  uhen  quoted  as  percentage  the  tables  uiaich  follov,” 
sho^f  the  District  to  enjoy  a healthy  existence. 

In  the  Report  of  1951  attention  xro.s  draum  to  the 
percentage  of  co\rs  found  on  slaughter  to  ho.ve  some  form  of 
Tuberculosis,  leading  to  a loss  in  meat  production  a.nd  presumably  in 
milk  production.  The  iDcrcentage  has  sho\/Ti  a rise 
flx)m.  13.8  in  1951  to  15*0  this  year.  It  is  often  said 
that  Tuberculosis  could  be  stamped  out  ivithin  a 
generation  in  hur.ian  beings  and  i^resent  day  trends  indicate  that 
this  be  so,  but  one  v/onders  v/hether  sufficient  concern 
is  felt  for  the  need  to  stamp  out  bovine  Tuberculosis  as 
a first  step  towards  this  end. 

Reference  is  made  later  in  this  report  to  an 
unsatisfo-ctory  caravan  site  vvhich  became  established  in  the 
area.  There  is  no  doubt  that  caravans  can  provide  a 
healtly  forra  of  holiday  life,  and,  given  favourable  amenities 
together  vdth  a v/ell  constructed  van,  can  provide  a satisfactory 
permanent  house.  However  there  is  a danger  that  sub-standard 
construction  together  mth  a lack  of  all  the  amenities  necessary 
co.n  reduce  life  to  a miserable  existence  for  farailies, 
particularly  those  vdth  children,  v/hich  are  forced  through  lack 
of  satisfactory  housing  to  such  a m.ode  of  life.  In  many  respects 
the  lav;  gives  ^‘adequate  control  over  this  form  of  development 
which  is  largely  a result  of  the  war. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Council  for  their  co-operation 
a.nd  interest  during  the  year,  and  to  Mr.Blakewa,y  and  I'r.Canliam 
for  their  valuable  assistence.

Voluntary  Care  Committee . 

This  Comutteoj  which  meets  quarterly  in  Easin,qT/old,  provides  from 
funds  allotted  by  the  County  Council,  assistc-nce  to  persons  suffering 
from  Tiiberculosis . A free  -idnt  of  milk  is  issued  daily  to  all 
tubercular  iJatients  on  the  recomr.icndation  of  the  Chest  Physician 
but  the  T/ork  of  the  Care  Comi.iittee  is  designed  to  assist  further  such 
cases  toYv'ards  recovoiy.  During  1952  6 such  cases  were  assisted  in 
EasingvYold. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

129  cases  of  inf'ectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
considerably  less  than  in  the  previous  year  (21A  cases).  During  the 
year  the  Council  decided  that  Cldckon  Pox  should  not  be  a notifiable 
disease  in  this  district  and  this  accounts  for  "part  of  the  decrec.se. 

SpDoradic  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  between  July  and 
September  resulting  in  one  death. 

Tlie  Measles  outbreak  vdiich  occurred  during  the  winter  of  1952-53 
provided  an  interesting  pattern  of  sx:iread.  The  outbreoM  in  York 
was  explosive  and  fairly  short-lived.  In  the  Plcjcton  iiiral  District 
the  outbreak  folloYred  some  A vx’eeks  later,  took  lonr^er  to  reach  its 
peak  and  longer  to  die  out  whilst  in  Easinsycld  a further  delay  was 
seen  in  the  onset,  the  duration  of  the  epideLiic  i^rolonged  as  villages 
were  affected  in  turn,  and  the  decline  in  number  of  cases  v;as  spread 
over.- several  months  into  1953* 

V/hilst  vacciiiation  remains  at  a low  level  and  a cause  of 
apprehension  durj.ng  the  outbreak  of  small-x^ox  in  neighli curing  areas, 
diphtheria  ir.imunisation  is  at  a very  satisfactory  level.  Many  children 
were  imr;funised  in  school  during  the  year  and  thus  many  v/ho  i-iissed 
immunisation  during  infancy  boccuie  x>rotected,  re-enforcing  doses  vrcre 
given  to  others. 

Immiunisation  against  Y/hooping  Cough  is  [^rowing  steadily 


and  vvMlst  the  diseo.se  cannot  he  expected  to  he  stamped  out 
as  successfully  as  diphtheria  has  heen,  it  is  hoped  that 
this  effort  vdll  show  results  in  the  future  in  lessening 
the  nujiher  of  children  suffering  from  this  disease. 

No  cases  of  scabies  came  to  my  notice  during  the  year 
and  the  nioioher  of  children  affected  hy  head  lice  continues 
o.t  a very  low  lovel  - reflecting  the  high  average 
sto.nda.rd  of  child  care  in  the  area.

Aldv/arlv  (population  212)  has  a full  system  of 
modern  sewers  which  were  laid  iDy  the  owner  of  the  Estate 
in  1933  and  a settling  tanli  lout  no  hacteria  beds  are

Linton-on-Ouse 5 which  has  now  a large  permanent 
aerodrome  on  the  edge  of  the  village  has.  a modern  system 
of  sevrcrs  and  disposal  works  but  owing  to  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  permanent  houses  and  billets  at  the  R«AoP, 
Station  the  works  are  becoming  strained. 

The  prospects  of  sewage  schemes  materialising  at 
Shiptoiij  Brafferton  and  Helperby  and  which  must  of  necessity 
be  provided  for  soon  in  several  of  the  other  larger  villages 
vdiich  are  in  no  better  position  as  regards  sewerage,  v/ill 
necessitate  the  provision  of  a mobile  gang  of  workmen 
epuipiped  v/ith  -transport  capable  of  towing  a trailer  pump 
from  works  to  works,  provided  with  tanl^age  space  for  the 
conveyance  of  sev/age  screenings,  sludge  etc.  With  such 
eauipment  the  removal  of  the  contents  of  tardcs  and  cesspools 
belonging:  to  private  properties  could,  v/ith  this  extra 
equipment,  be  undertaken  and  the  maintenance  of  existing 
unsatisfactory  sewers  more  effectively  carried  out. 

Given  this  equipment  and  suitable  personnel  I vrould 
advocate  the  Council  mailing  all  tlqy'J  connections  of  house 
drains  to  sev/ers  under  the  suT3crvision  of  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,

Meat  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  xjractically  all  animals  slaughtered  are 
inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter. 

The  Public  Slaug^h'tcrhousc  vdiich  serves  as  a centre  for 
slaughtering  anim.als  from  areas  outside  the  boundaries  of  the 
District  Council’s  Area  is  a Private  Slaughterhouse  taken  over 
and  improvised  for  use  as  an  interim  arrangement  is  situate 
in  the  most  congested  and,  for  cattle,  the  most  inacccssable 
part  of  the  tovm  and  consists  of  small  buildings  which  are 
ill  planned  and  in  which  inspection  cannot  be  carried  out 
without  difficulty.  More  space  is 

required  for  inspection  purposes.  To  attemx)t  to  do  this 
on  the  ground  available  is  impracticable. 
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During  the  year  705  cattle,  2,711  sheep, 

632  pics  and  417  calves  were  slaughtered  and  inspected 
at  the  Public  Slauchterhouse,  347  visits  heinr  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  this  pur^josCo  1053  anima.ls 
were  slauchtercd  in  emergency  representing  of  the 

total  number  slaughtered. 

There  v;erc  increases  in  the  number  of  sheep 
and  pigs  slaughtered,  in  fact  those*  of  pigs  were  almost 
double  compared  with  1951 » 

26  tons  and  34  pounds  of  meat  and  offals 
representing  7*5%  of  the  total  v/eight  slaughtered  v/ere 
found  to  be  diseased  or  unsound  and  vvere  condemned, 
approximately  80%  of  the  weight  condemned  being  derived 
from  animals  slaughtered  in  emergency.

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Destruction  of  Rats  and  Miceo 


This  iniiportant  aspect  of  the  preventative 
side  of  the  Public  Health  Service,  novi^  officially 
referred  to  as  Rodent  Control,  has  been  organised 
so  as  to  effectively  cover  all  land^  Given 
co-operation  between  adjacent  authorities,  the 
different  bodies  operating  the  control  in  those 
authorities  and  occupiers  of  land,  there  appears  to 
be  no  reason  why  the  extermination  of  rats  over  the 
whole  of  the  country  should  not  be  achieved,  Gith 
this  co-operation  and  the  use  of  the  new  Rodenticide 
'Warfarin’ , total  destruction  of  rats  should  be  in 
sight. 


The  reluctance  of  a number  of  occupiers 
to  accept  the  nev/  method  and  means  provided  has  now 
almost  completely  been  overcome  and  with  the 
exception  of  two  or  three  individuals  in  the  area 
all  are  beginning  to  appreciate  the  value  of  the 
control  and  the  work  done  and  business  firms,  farmers 
and  occupiers  of  dv\^clling  houses  arc  in  the  main 
eager  to  take  advantage  of  the  service  offered. 

As  an  indication  of  the  substantial 
reduction  of  the  rat  population  of  the  district  the 
quantity  of  bait  taken  in  the  sewers  during  treatment 
carried  out  in  1952  as  compared  with  the  amount  taken 
in  previous  years  is  negligible. 

Some  notices  were  served  with  good  results. 
Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  infestation^  at 
School  Canteens,  Works  Canteens  and  food  storage 
premises. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds, 

Forty  three  visits  have  been  made  to  van 
dvvellings  during  the  year.  An  appeal  against  the 
rejection  of  an  applicant  to  allow  land  at  Overton 
to  be  used  as  a site  for  Moveable  Dv/ellings  was 
dismisscelby  the  magistrates.

A quantity  of  tinned  meat  v/as'  concerned  and  in  one 
case  in  vdiich  a corrugated  iron  staple  was  found  inside 
a loaf  of  bread  the  matter  was  taken  up  vdth  the  bakers 
whose  premises  were  outside  the  Council’s  area. 

All  bakehouse  and  fried  fishshops  were  systematically 
visited  and  found  to  be  satisfactorily  maintained  and 
in  clean  condition. 

Factory  and  Workshops, 

Sixteen  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.
